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Local Man Knows His Beans

He’s a quiet man who worked hard for many 
years in the construction industry. Now as he enjoys 
his retirement years, Bernard “Bernie” Gauvin of 
Mattapoisett has the time to pursue creative outlets while 
donating his time and talents to the Knights of Columbus 
in the form of chef with one specialty, the noble and 
much-loved baked beans known as “Bernie’s Beans.” 

The KOC have been preparing and serving 
“srab-n-go” suppers since the beginning of the pandemic. 
Before that, people could buy tickets and enjoy a meal in

Through 
the ages, bean recipes have been informed not only by 
local recipes such as those learned from the indigenous 
people in the region but also by personal tastes, spices, 
sweeteners, cooking methods and the like. And what 
about Bernie’s take on the age-old theme — his are a 
mellow, sweet blend of tender-bean goodness.

Although neither Bernie or Nancy are members of 
the KOC, they have spent the last five years volunteering 
in various fundraising endeavors including the monthly 
suppers.

ladder, as in my illustration. However, today herring 
fishing in any Massachusetts coastal river has been 
banned by the state Division of Marine Fisheries to 
overcome a falling population in New England. However, 
you can still find fresh herring in some top restaurants 
and seafood shops, where it has been canned, pickled or 
smoked for a more delicate flavor than the oilier, pungent- 
flavored fish. 

You may wish to take your children or 
grandchildren to the nearby Mattapoisett herring location 
where long ago, Wampanoag Indians came to the same 
clearing for the natural spring event and enjoyed herring 
for a change in their winter diet from the everyday deer 
and rabbit. 

There is a similar fish-ladder park in 
Middleborough just a half-hour drive away and farther 
up the coast to Plimoth Patuxet, where later in time the 
Pilgrims were saved in spring by the April herring run 
from starvation during the previous winter by getting 
badly needed protein in their diets. 

Later in history, General Washington’s starving 
troops at Valley Forge next to the Delaware River were 
similarly benefited by very historical herring run. 

Even today in Buzzards Bay, we can be aware of this 
environmental meaning of a Spring Herring anadromous 
migration to celebrate and appreciate for future 
generations to come.

Murphy Making Another Run at Select Board

In 2020, Adam Murphy ran against Woody 
Hartley for the latter’s Select Board seat and lost. Murphy 
is back in the race this year, this time running against 
Select Board Chairman Brad Morse, whose term is up. 

The term is three years. 

Morse is running for reelection in one of only two 
contested races in the 2022 Rochester Election that will 
take place on Wednesday, May 25, at the Senior Center 
on Dexter Avenue. The deadline to submit papers to the 
Board of Registrars was April 6. 

A Hartley is involved in Rochester’s other 
contested race, as Rochester School Committee 
Chairperson Sharon Hartley, Woody Hartley’s wife, is 
running for reelection against Melissa Anne Goneau. The 
term is three years. 

In a connected race, a vacancy to fill one two- 
year term on the Rochester School Committee is being 
contested by three people: Jason Chisholm, Gregory M. 
Hardy and James L. O’Brien. Having been appointed 
by the Select Board to fill a vacancy on the committee 
last year, Chisholm has been serving on the local school 
committee and representing Rochester on the Old 
Rochester Regional and Joint school committees. 

All other elections in Rochester consist of 
uncontested races, and all but one candidate, Michael T. 
King, are incumbents. King is looking to join incumbent 
Kimberly A. Burt for three-year terms to fill two open 
seats on the Library Trustees. 

The only other office seeking to fill two seats is 
Constable, where incumbents David L. Hughes and Marc 
S. Slabodnick are running for reelection to three-year 
terms. Hughes is also running for reelection to the Park

CWMP Options Coming into Focus 
Marion Select Board

The Town of Marion might realize more benefit 
than a healthier harbor from its recent regulations 
requiring any new septic construction in town to include 
denitrification technology. 

“Nitrogen mitigation is something you should 
hang your hat on,” Kent Nichols of Weston & Sampson 
told the Marion Select Board and Town Administrator 
Jay McGrail during Monday afternoon’s Comprehensive 
Wastewater Management Plan Workshop. 

Marion is asking the state for additional 
sewer capacity to accommodate what it expects will 
be a dramatic rise in users once a pair of residential 
developments are constructed along Route 6 near the 
Weweantic River. 

“Tf we’re asking for a little more flow ... we can 
add discharge at the (wastewater-treatment) plant but 


lessen the net effect due to nitrogen reduction,” suggested 


Nichols, whose presentation included basic financial 
scenarios and discussion on how to procure funding in 
next steps to modernize and stabilize the town’s sewer 
infrastructure. 

Ultimately, Marion prospers with more sewer 


ratepayers spreading the cost of massive upgrades that lie 


ahead in some scenario. 
On Monday, Nichols presented a series of 
breakdowns on four general approaches including full 


and minimal options with notes and discussion regarding 


short and long-term pros and cons of each scenario.

dunk,” qualified Nichols. 

Financial outlooks were presented in “apples 
to apples” comparisons that omitted discussion about 
aspects present in all options such as infiltration and 
inflow (I/I) and sewer extension. Key issues compared 
included: Capacity, (Marion plans on handling 686,000 
gallons per day) Nitrogen, Phosphorus, Copper and 
Solids. 

Technological differences among the four basic 
approaches cancel out the need to deal with every issue 
listed above, but each of the four brings its own set of 
advantages and disadvantages. 

Nichols categorized the following treatment 
alternatives as feasible: A. process improvements to 
Marion’s existing facilities; B. groundwater discharge of 
Marion-produced effluent; C. Relocating Marion’s outfall; 
and D. Regionalization with the Town of Wareham. In 
the case of regionalization, Marion would need to build a 
pipe to connect to Wareham’s infrastructure and continue 
a level of operation that would prevent buildup via the 
usage of the wastewater lagoon for equalization. 

Option Al would require $2,500,000 in discreet 
capital costs but a total of $10,800,000 including ancillary 
costs; A2 would include a third lagoon and require 
$4,500,000 in discreet capital costs and with ancillary costs 
total $12,800,000. 

A1 is the hedging of A2, which is “what really 
should happen to your plant,” Nichols told the board. 

Approach B1, 100,000 gallons per day of 
groundwater discharge requires $7,300,000 in discreet 
capital but $15,600,000 including ancillary costs. B2 is 
the groundwater discharge of all effluent. The cost is 
$9,200,000 in discreet capital and $17,300,000 altogether. 

Nichols said making the “B” approaches work 
“depends on soils being conducive to this.” The main 
advantage of B, he said, is in permitting. “It just doesn’t 


address your whole issue.” B2, for instance, does not meet 
phosphorus removal. Given the site’s lack of permeability, 
Nichols said, “We’re not convinced B2 would be a 
workable alternative out there.”

Nichols and Select Board Chairman Norm Hills 
agreed. 

A public-input session was discussed, as well as 
funding opportunities including ARPA. 

“(Coastal Zone Management) has been very 
supportive of the town. I don’t think that can be 
overstated,” said Nichols. “One of the reasons they really 
like supporting Marion is ... your very programmed 
approach.” 

While the matter will come up in future Select 
Board meetings, the CWMP public meeting will be held in 
person at the Music Hall on Monday, May 23, at 6:00 pm.

have been proactive and were doing repairs on Friday.” 

At issue are stormwater drainage systems in 
several locations at the site that failed during heavy 
downpours. Motta said that drainage basins could not 
function properly because construction bags, designed to 
keep sediment from clogging drainage systems, blocked 
stormwater recharge. Motta said those were changed to 
filter fabrics. 

Motta also presented a list of corrective measures, 
such as better erosion controls, erosion controls around 
the central wetlands system, an articulated stormwater 
plan and stabilization of exposed soils. The Planning 
Board moved that Wallace should attend the board’s April 
26 meeting with proof of repairs and other directives in 
place. 

The board also discussed two bylaw articles 
planned for the Spring Town Meeting. One article is titled 
Arbor Fund Bylaw and the other is Solar Screening. With 
the aid of Town Counsel Blair Bailey, the board sought to 
find language that would clarify who would be mandated 
to pay fees to the Arbor Fund and for how many 
removed trees.

The Planning Board had no questions beyond 
what had been discussed in prior meetings and voted to 
close the public hearing with no added comments. 

Eileen Marum motioned support for the proposed 
zoning change. All votes were in favor of the Zoning pee LLC 
change. None were opposed. Only member Chris Collings ‘ | 
recused himself as a close neighbor to the project. 

The Planning Board approved an Approval Not 
Required (ANR) plan filed by Mark and Lisa McKenzie to 
alter boundaries at 3 and 12 Taunton Avenue. The owner 
of the property is Barbara A. Sherlock and representing 
the applicants was Bill Madden of G.A.F. Engineering. 

Madden explained the plan to divide property 
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that currently has two houses. He said the matter had 
already been vetted by the Zoning Board of Appeals 
under Section 235-2B. “If we were to go with equal area, 
equal frontage, the property line would have been on the 
driveway,” he said. 

The ZBA issued a favorable decision on December 
21, 2021. Madden called the result “a nice, rectangular 
lot.” 

The Special Permit was granted by the ZBA so the 
Planning Board was asked to authorize the division of the 
property. No abutters responded to Collings’ invitation to 
comment. 

Town Planner Doug Guey-Lee told the board that 
Madden had showed town officials the plan. “We’ve had 
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our chance to review it in the office, and we’re fine with 
it,” he said. 

So was the board with a unanimous vote. 

An ANR was also filed by Kia Srisirkul c/o JC 
Engineering at 362 Front Street. The plan presented by 
Sam Iannelli of JC Engineering was determined to be 
within all regulations and doable by right, but the board 
advised him that the town would be receptive to a more 
conventional plan. 

Marum said a resident on Fieldstone Drive 
brought to her attention burning on the property to the 
side of his house, resulting in dense smoke around his 
two young children and airborne embers. The resident 
said several neighbors are also concerned. Members of the 
board advised the resident to contact the Fire Department 
and register a concern.

Drenched Condo Site Seeks Solution 
Mattapoisett Conservation Commission 
By Marilou Newell 

During the closing minutes of the Mattapoisett 
Conservation Commission’s April 11 meeting, 
conservation contract agent Brandon Faneuf and associate 
Greg Lacroix brought up stormwater issues found at 
the new condominium project known as Stingray City, 
located on Marion Road. 

What initially was a simple request for a minor 
change to the Order of Conditions issued to the owner / 
developer of Stingray City, Bill Bachant, became a bit 
more complicated when Faneuf and Lacroix went to the 
site. 

Bachant asked what he could do about water 
entering his development from an adjacent property 
on the west boundary. Faneuf and Lacroix said they 
witnessed water coming from a pipe. Conservation 
Commission Chairman Mike King wondered aloud if 
such matters are jurisdictional to the commission. Faneuf 
said possibly, if stormwater was being discharged into the 
wetlands. 

The Order of Conditions modification requested 
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by Bachant was noted as the use of an existing stonewall 
as the permanent wetlands marker versus being required 
to install a split-rail fence. The commissioners quickly 
authorized the small change. On the matter of stormwater 
issues, however, things remained uncertain. 

King said, “This may be a civil matter; you are not 
supposed to discharge water on someone else’s property.” 
It was determined that the stormwater issues do not fall 
to the commission for adjudication. No action was taken. 

Faneuf also reported that a complaint has been 
lodged against property owner William Clapp for a 
permitted summer camp parcel at the end of Mattapoisett 
Neck Road. Previously, Clapp had received permission 
from the commission to do some minor lawn cutting 
during the growing season. Now it seems a fire pit at the 
campsite is problematic. 

Clapp attended the meeting via Zoom, saying, “I 
was surprised to find it there.” He said he and his family 
had not built the primitive fire pit on his property and 
that he cannot monitor the site continuously to ensure it 
does not violate wetland regulations. “I’m happy to do 
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whatever the commission wants me to do.” 

The commission found no problem with the 
fire pit, thus no action was taken. But Clapp asked if 
other camp parcels in the area complies with wetland 
regulations. King said an investigation of properties in the 
area is needed. 

Earlier in the proceedings, King acknowledged 
Barry Lima for his application to fill an empty seat on the 
commission with the resignation of Chapman Dickerson. 
Lima said his background includes being a call firefighter 
in Mattapoisett and a medic with the Air National Guard. 
Lima said he is a carpenter with 30 years of experience. 
He confirmed he does not, however, have experience with 
Conservation Commission responsibilities and associated 
rules and regulations but is willing to learn. 

King said that Lima was the only resident to 
come forward to volunteer for the vacated seat and 
assured him that most of the commissioners have 
learned about wetland rules after being appointed by the 
Select Board. King asked Lima, “What would you say is 
more important, development or preservation?” Lima 
responded, “A little bit of both.” King’s final comment, 
“You just need a willingness to serve with an open mind.” 
The commissioners agreed to send Lima’s letter of interest 
to the Select Board for confirmation. 

Three requests for determination of applicability 
received negative decisions. Those filings were: Richard 
Boynton, 32 Church Street, for the construction of a deck; 
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Dennis Mahoney and Son for the removal of trees downed 
by storms off Nicky’s Lane and Peter and Hannah Asci, 

9 Highland Avenue, to demolish an existing home and 
build a new single-family home. 

Four Notice of Intent filings by Christian Farland 
for lots located in the subdivision known as Brandt Point 
Village were continued to April 25. 

The next meeting of the Mattapoisett 
Conservation Commission is scheduled for Monday, April 
25, at 6:30 pm.

$525,000 to be funded locally. Acushnet and MRV member 
towns Fairhaven, Marion and Mattapoisett would each 
contribute $85,000, and Rochester would contribute 
$35,000 under the proposal. 

Annett told the committee that since almost all 
of the land is in Chapter 61, a limited amount of property 
tax would be saved by the committee’s rejection of the 
coalition’s proposal. A positive vote would most affect 
Mattapoisett at an annual loss of $7,596 in estimated 
property tax. Acushnet would lose an annual $1,665 and 
Rochester $417. 

All parties would hold the conservation 
restriction, and the committee’s approval would preserve 
the towns’ right to have future wells on the property. 

Annett explained that the decision is subject to 
each municipality’s Town Meeting so the article would be 
included in the budget. 

To comply with the grant deadline, letters of 
support would have to come from the committee and 
from each of the purchasing towns. 

To expedite a decision and potential action, the 
MRV members agreed to meet on Tuesday, April 26, at 
3:00 pm. 

That meeting is one of two special meetings that 
were scheduled by the end of Tuesday’s MRV Water 
Supply Protection Advisory Committee and Water 
District Commission meetings. Those are in addition to 
the regular May 10, back-to-back meetings now on the 
schedule. 

A Friday, May 6, 10:00 am meeting of the MRV 
Water District Commission will take place in person at 
the Fairhaven DPW office, where MRV members will 
authorize the Water Treatment Plant Upgrades Project 
that legal counsel Blair Bailey drafted for Town Meeting 
warrant articles. 

Jon Gregory of Tata & Howard said the draft will 
be updated with finalized language and will go out as a 
draft to the members in advance of the May 6 meeting. 

Under time pressure to meet the deadlines of the 
member towns with a hard schedule to close their Town 
Meeting warrants, the May 6 vote will be accompanied by 
letters addressed and ready to mail to the select boards in 
each member town. In response to Marion DPW Director 
Nathaniel Munafo’s question, Bailey said Rochester must

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Approvals to contract an auditing service and 
outside bookkeeping in general were briefly discussed by 
the committee. Proposals on both items will be sent out to 
the members to be addressed at the committee’s May 10 
meeting. 

In her Treasurer’s Report to the commission, 
Wendy Graves itemized $181,073.85 in invoices paid 
in April. Those included two invoices over $9,000 each 
from chemical company Univar Solutions, the Town of 
Mattapoisett at $45,871 and Tata & Howard at $12,971. 

MRvV Facilities Manager Henri Renauld explained 
that several invoices owed Eversource dating back 
to November 2021 had not been paid due to a billing 
problem with the parent company and the MRV’s 
association with solar. Renauld took action to call and 
learned that the utility company was soon to send the 
MRV a shutoff notice. 

Bailey asked if Eversource had attached penalties 
or interest to the current billing. Renauld said no such 
surcharges were on the bills. 

In his Treasurer’s Report to the committee, Jeff 
Furtado announced a total balance of $275,627.83 as of 
April 1. He reported in excess of $73,600 in total income. 
He reported invoices paid to Tata & Howard at $2,803.29, 
$251.72 to Dave Watling for data collection, $68 to Megan 
McCarthy for graphs and $50 to Bailey for legal services. 

Renauld said that since April 7, Matheson Gas 
has begun charging the MRV an additional 14 cents for 
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Vinny Furtado sought and got the committee’s 
approval to pay invoices of $2,778.36 and $2,479.52 to Tata 
& Howard, plus $238 to McCarthy, $251.72 to Watling and 
$50 to Bailey. 

The next meeting of the MRV Water Supply 
Protection Advisory Committee is scheduled for Tuesday, 
April 26, at 3:00 pm. The next meeting of the MRV Water 
District Commission is scheduled for Friday, May 6, at 
10:00 am in person at the Fairhaven DPW. On Tuesday, 
May 10, the committee and commission hold their regular 
meetings beginning at 3:30 pm.

Community Radar 
Rochester School Committee

In reporting to the Rochester School Committee 
on recent actions of the Old Rochester Regional School 
Committee during the former’s April 7 public meeting, 
member Jason Chisholm talked about the request by the 
president of ORR Youth Football to once again use ORR’s 
multipurpose (stadium) field. 

The ORR School Committee discussed the 
matter in detail before tabling it until after the high 
school’s spring sports season ends, field conditions can 
be properly evaluated and a recommendation is given by 
ORR High School Principal Mike Devoll. 

ORRYF requested four dates for 2022 (five games 
are held per date.) The organization successfully hosted 
two youth-football dates in 2021 and drew praise in a 
prior meeting from committee member Frances Kearns 
for leaving the facility devoid of any trash or belongings. 

On what he called a personal note, Chisholm 
told the Rochester School Committee that it should give 
“very careful consideration to this request.” Alluding to 
discussion about the impact of community involvement 
on future positive experience at high school, Chisholm 
said, “I don’t know if we’re doing enough of that.” 

Chisholm, a Rochester resident who played 
college football and currently coaches in another youth- 
football organization, has kept a keen eye on ORRYF and 
has also noted that participation numbers are affected by 
the amount of travel families must take on in a program 
unable to host home games. 

“At some point the conversation is going to come 
back to the town,” he said, calling it a “small ask. ... If you 
have any opinions on that, even if you’re against it ... I 
think it’s important that we’re vocal about that.” 

Chisholm also reported that the regional 
committee voted to maintain school choice numbers at 
present levels. 

In his Central Office Administrator’s Report, 
Mike Nelson said as of April 7 that “Covid data remains 
in a good place.” Rochester Memorial School had no 
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positive cases as of the meeting. Nelson described 
protocol as “still a layered mitigation approach with social 
distancing ... time to think about next steps.” 

According to Nelson, Assistant Superintendent 
of Teaching and Learning Jannell Pearson-Campbell 
continues to move forward filing the ELL audit and 
working with other stakeholders on building ORR’s 
professional-development calendar. 

Director of Student Services Craig Davidson 
reported that through the Mass Blackboard program, local 
schools gave away 65 bookbags with books and materials. 
Davidson also reported that transition meetings are being 
held for sixth graders scheduled to enter ORR Junior High 
School later this year and that Principal Silas Coellner 
visited Rochester Memorial School. 

On Tuesday, April 12, Dr. Jesse Jackson HI was 
scheduled to speak on how to deal with children when 
racial incidents happen at your school. The talk is Part 4 
of a 10-part series over the next year. Jackson has trained 
more than 1,400 schools on the subject. 

In his Principal’s Report, Derek Medeiros told 
the committee that a March 17-30 campaign sold 27 items 
that raised over $6,000 “scholastic dollars.” Last week, 
Medeiros attended a webinar on literacy designed to 
measure how well schools meeting state expectations. 
Rochester is well underway with MCAS testing. 

The School Committee approved a name 
change for the Anti-Racism Subcommittee to the Equity 
Subcommittee. Member Kate Duggan explained that in 
a series of meetings, it was determined that the scope of 
the subcommittee had refocused beyond racism to the 
celebration of inclusion, diversity and belonging. 

Nelson told the committee that Mattapoisett had 
already approved the change, and Rochester followed 
with its unanimous approval. 

The School Committee approved the 
Memorandum of Agreement between the Rochester 
School Committee and the Rochester support staff. 

Assistant Superintendent of Finance and 
Operations Howie Barber reported that approximately 
$196,000 remains in unencumbered funds but told the 
committee to expect those funds would be spent by the 
end of the fiscal year. Barber also relayed from Food and 
Services Director Jill Hennesy that there has been a much 
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higher participation in meal plans this school year. 

In her Chairperson’s Report, Sharon Hartley 
accompanied new Rochester Town Administrator Glenn 
Cannon and Principal Derek Medeiros on an April 6 
tour of Rochester Memorial School. “Derek is a great 
tour guide,” said Hartley, referencing his dialogue on 
the different sections of the building. Cannon grew up in 
Freetown, and Medeiros brought him up to date on the 
building’s changes over the years. 

Chisholm said he will attend the Monday, 

April 25, 6:00 pm Select Board meeting to ensure the 
Rochester School Committee had a quorum present to 
its appointment at Town Hall regarding Old Colony 
Regional School District. 

Hartley opened the meeting by reading from a 
poem by Amanda Gorman and thanked everyone for 
the light they bring to the meetings and to RMS. The 
committee began with an executive session to discuss 
contract negotiations and to comply with state laws. 

The next meeting of the Rochester School 
Committee is scheduled for Thursday, May 5, and the 
next meeting of the Joint School Committee is scheduled 
for Thursday, April 28. Both meetings begin at 6:30 pm.

The best reason to watch Scream, the fifth in 
the meta-horror franchise, is to see the gravitas that 
has gathered in the acting styles of Neve Campbell, 
Courteney Cox, and David Arquette. All of them were 
in their twenties or early thirties when the first Scream 
hit big in 1996, and they have endured through each 
sequel since, though there hadn’t been one in eleven 
years before the new one. The addition of wrinkles and 
wisdom has done interesting things to the characters. 
Campbell, as perennial survivor Sidney Prescott, has 
a certain hard-won grace in the face of horror. Cox’s 
intrepid reporter Gale Weathers has become much less 
of a satire of tabloid journalism and more of a real, 
abashed person (her book about the original Scream 
case has led to movies and assorted mayhem). And 
Arquette imbues the once-goofy Deputy Dewey with a 
survivor’s sardonic bitterness. 

Actually, the best reason may also be the only 
reason. This Scream starts the slasher ball rolling in 
Woodsboro once again, with the cloaked, Munch- 
faced killer Ghostface turning up and doing damage. 
There are, as usual, a cast of suspects, including Sam 
Carpenter (Melissa Barrera), daughter of the original 
film’s co-killer Billy Loomis. (A de-aged Skeet Ulrich 
appears as Billy in Sam’s febrile daydreams.) Back in 
Scream 3, which is where the series pretty well began 
its descent, the plotting reminded me of nothing so 
much as Murder, She Wrote by way of the CW. Which 
is valid, I guess, because a lot of the early slasher flicks 
(including the very first Friday the 13th) might as well 
have been dusty murder mysteries retooled for the ‘80s 
slasher craze. Still, the plottier and whodunit-er these 
things get, the further away they break from true fear. 

And that’s part of the problem with the new 
Scream. My theory is that if your brain is engaged in 
who could be the killer, it becomes an exercise, and 
whenever a character is killed you just say “Well, 
they can’t be the killer.” However, the right director 
can bring a humanity to the proceedings that makes

us care, and that’s what the late Wes Craven did in 
the first two films, anyway. Craven was able to stage 
horrific violence and sadism, but in person he was 
unanimously said to be a kindly professor type, and so 
we felt the pain and fear in Craven’s violence because 
he felt it too. If you don’t care about the human beings 
getting slaughtered, it’s just special effects to be viewed 
neutrally. Some of the brutality in Craven’s best Scream 
entries was exceptionally gory and nasty, but it hit all 
the harder because, say, Drew Barrymore was allowed 
to establish an instant rapport with the audience (and 
her character’s fate was legitimately shocking at the 
time). We cared. Here, the gore is even nastier — I 
continue to be surprised, not necessarily in a bad way, 
by how much splatter the MPAA lets movies get away 
with nowadays — but we don’t care. At this point, it’s 
just “Cut back to more Neve Campbell, or hurry up 
and get to the killer reveal.” 

In 1996, I was already a little old for the impact 
Scream had on teenagers at the time. I took it as a 
terrific homage; teenagers took it on a different, more 
direct level. The metafictional aspect of it was like a 
big welcome sign to the millennial audience. The first 
two Screams (they really should have stopped there, 
but they couldn’t, and they won’t — a sixth Scream 
is already pencilled in for next year) occupy a very 
specific part of late-’‘90s American pop-cultural real 
estate. Original scripter Kevin Williamson is an early 
Gen-Xer, and Gen-X irony is all over Scream and Scream 
2. The tone of the new Scream is like a faded photocopy 
of that irony. This time the concepts of “legacy sequels” 
and “elevated horror” are roasted, in the time of the 
Halloween reboot and the rise of the indie studio A24. 
But I think it’s safe to say that when a series reaches 
its fifth go-round, it can no longer afford to be snarky 
about tropes that make money. Its cultural critiques 
are no longer well-taken, and this corporate concern 
stopped being a goof on endless slasher clichés and 
started simply putting them to work quite a long time 
ago.
